NEW YORK (AP)-"I hate pa- 


ternalism," said author Irving 
Wallace, whose books now sell 
Jike sardines in Norway. 


"I don't want any big daddies 


around me. 


"If you own 51 per cent of your- 


self, you've got a good deal—and 
you can be happy. But if you own 
only 50 per cent of yourself, you're 
in bad shape." 


Back in 1958, his friends felt 


Irving was set for life. Beginning 
with a $5 sale to a turf periodic- 
al at the age of 15, he had turned 
out 500 magazine articles and 
short stories. 


Fifteen of his movie scripts had 


been produced and he was on the 
payroll at $1,000 a week as a 
screen writer. 


"But the money wasn't doing 


me any good, although it seemed 
awesome at the time," Wallace 
recalled. "It just brought me 
more frinks or a more expensive 
suit. 


"Hollywood shakes your sense 


of values. And J felt like some- 
body was holding my arm when- 
ever I wrote. 


"1 was tired of being treated 


like a mechanic or a literary' car- 
penter. 1 was tired of writing 
scripts and magazine articles. I 


wanted to write books so I'd be 
free to say what 1 wanted to say." 


So Wallace decided to turn his 


back on $50,000 a year and take 
up novel writing, a field in which 
the average practitioner earns 
about the same as a charwoman 
—but has fewer fringe benefits. 


"That 
was 
my 
moment of 


truth," he said. "But I shook all 
the way to my typewriter." 


Using the same second-hand re- 


built typewriter which his parents 
gave him on his 13th birthday. 
Wallace 
has 
turned 
out 
f out- 


novels and two biographies since 
1958.

All have been sold to the mov- 


ies, but he really hit the jackpot 
with "The Chapman Report" and 
"The Prize." His latest novel, 
"The Three Sirens," was picked 
in advance of publication as a 
book club selection and auctioned 
to the films for $300,000. 


Financially now in the million- 


aire class, Wallace has found his 
social standing in Hollywood has 
risen remarkably, too. 


"As a screen writer you defer 


lo stars and producers and rare- 
ly go lo their parties," he said 
drily. "But as a novelist, 1 find 
thai has all changed. 


"They 
not only respect you. 


They treat you as an equal, and 
are anxious to meet you." 


Recalling the escape voyage, 


Rodriguez said a Cuban navy'tor- 
pedo boat trailed them for hours, 
but finally veered off, apparently 
deceived by a homemade Ameri- 
can flag flying from the mast of 
the tender. 


The refugees searched the skies 


and seas for days, hoping a U.S 
plane or ship would appear and 
lead them to Florida. Because of 
short supplies they had to switch 
course the third night out and 
head for Mexico. 


In Mexico City, a spokesman for 


the U.S. Embassy said that if the 
refugees apply for visas to the 
United States they would be given 
prompt consideration.

NEW YORK (AP) — Soviet 


spaceships soon will begin explor- 
ing the moon, perhaps within a 
few months, some space scientists' 
predict. 


Carrying automatic instruments, 


theyi could turn the moon into a 
Soviet scientific garden. 
.Jjong before American1 astro- 
nauts land on the moon, Soviet 
scientists could reap answers to 
instrumaiitsl softly on the moon, 
surface, its craters,, it's interior, 
and perhaps its probable origin. 


The Soviets already have a 


rocket—used to hurl their cosmo- 
natyls around the earth—powerful 
enough to land sensitive automatic 
instruments softl yon the moon, 
one U.S. expert says. But it will 


e} two,.years or more before the 


! United States has a moon rocket 
capable of doing' the same thing, 
he claims. 


"It is only logical to expect the! 


Rsusians to begin intensive ex- 
ploration of the moon'by remote 
control—whjch -we would do right 
now if we could," said this scien- 
tist, who asked not to be quoted 
by name. 


Sir Bernard Loyell,, British ra- 


dio astronomer,, has predicted the 
Soviets would be making "soft" 
andings of instruments on the 
moon, possibly within a matter of 
months. 


"The signs seem to point to im 


minent Soviet landings on the 
moon with highly sophisticated 
.nstruments," the American scien- 
tist said. ,"We presume the Rus- 
sians will want to do the same 
lype of exploration we plan to do 
oefore sending men to an un 
known place."

is increased bitterness over politi- 
cal pressures.
